Federation. 


3. After the DRV Government levied the new agricultural tax the role of the peasant= 
+ farmer cet}s became even more important. The task of enforcing the collection 
of the agricultural tax while still maintaining an appearance of democracy is a 
difficult one. To accomplish this task, extensive prepaganda and investigation 
are efsential. The peasant-farmer cells bave been thoroughly reorganized and have
